Village to take over rescue unit service

Madoc Counci! has ap- 
proved an agreerient that 
will transfer the ownership. 
of rescue unit service from 
the county to the village. 


“Council held a discus- 
sion of a proposed agree- 
ment provided by the 
county, during u :cgulai 
council meeting last Tues 
day. 


The agreement was re- 
drafted by Madoc Village 
‘Fire Chief Roger Snider. 
The orginal agreement pro- 
vided by the county. stated 
the village could not charge 
a fee for service to 
neighboring municipalities. 
The village will assumer full 
responsibility for the Auto 
Extrication (Rescue) Pro- 
gram, established by the 
Province of Ontario, and the 
rescue unit will service the 


area currently serviced by 
the Madoc OPP. These 
clauses were removed by 
the Chief in the redraft. 
The county agreement 
also states that the village ts 
not prevented from enter- 
ing into agreement for shar- 
ing funding of operating 
expenses or future capital. 


The new agreement will 
replace a March 12, 1990 
agreement, 


Village Council turns down 
financial assistance requests

Madoc Village Council 
has turned down two re- 
quests from municipalities 


_for financial assistance. 


Council voted to receive 
and file letters requesting 
financial assistance from the 
City of Timmins. which 
experienced “its worst flood 
in nearly 40 years’, and 
South Dumfries Township 


' whichexperienced sunstan- 


tial damage from a “severe 
windstorm”™ in May. 

Ina letter from Timmuns 
Mayor Victor Power he 
stated that the flood waters 
on the Mattagamu River. 


aaWhich flows through the 


‘i 


centre of the city, were more 
than three metres above 
normal levels. 


Timmins Council has. by 
resolution, requested that 
the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing rec- 
ommend to Cabinet that the 
flooded area be declared a 
disaster area. Power stated 
that the flood has caused 
damages to property that 
are expected to be in the 
millions of dollars. 

In a request for financial 
"assistance, Power said 
“every dollar received will 
be at least matched by pro- 
vincial funding and these 


monies will go a long way 
to alleviating hardships suf- 
fered by our citizens whose 
essential property has been 
damaged by the Mattagami 
River flood”. 


In the other request, 
South Dumfries Township 
Rteve Robert Taylor stated 
that “many properties 
across the Township suf- 
fered large- damage, many 
bams and outbuildings were 
either destroyed or received 
major damage”. South 
Dumfries Township, is lo- 
cated near Brantford, On- 
tario, in southwestern part 
of the province.

Don’t let this 
happen to you 


Unfortunately. short of 
being an expert in absolutely 
every facet of the horse 
world, we have to learn the 
hard way about what is best 
for our four-legged friends. 
The next best way to learn, 
other than costly or painful 
mistakes, 1s to educate peo- 
ple and hope they listen. 

Last week we bought a 
horse fram a woman who, 
told us up front that the horse 
had been trimmed the day 
before and-was still quite 
“tender” on her front feet 

When we arrived, it was 
quile apparent the horse was 
indeed very uncomfortable. 
We were told the reason the 
blacksmith cut her feet back 
so short. 

Apparently, this person 
feltif he cut her feet back to 
the quick, or blood line, he 
could move it up, thus cre- 
ating a shorter foot which 
would make it easier for the 
horse to break out. Not only 


that, he had actually cut part 
of her sole away with his 
paring knife. Well, once 
again, please do for your 
horse as you would do for 
yourself, 

First, let's compare the 
hoof with our own finger 
nails. Okay ladies,don't you 
wish more than almost any- 
thing that you could have 
your nail start way up your 
linger so it gives the ap- 
pearance of long nails,even 
when they are short? 

So, does that mean if you 
cut your nails back so short 
that they bleed, you can 
eventually obtain this look?

, But, my story hasa y 
ending because I kept look- 
ing and asking. If someone 
said they had a good farrier,

self. 


Don't do what your 
friend does unless you be- 
lieve those reasons your- 
self. If you're not sure, keep 
asking and getting more in- 
formation.

Expanded disease risk 


from U.S. berries 


Two weeks ago, a warning was issucd that there may be 
a disease nisk related to eating American-grown strawber- 
ries. This warning has now been expanded to include U.S.- 
grown raspberries, strawberries, and fresh fruit salads 
containing the berries. 

There are now 63 confirmed and 35 suspected cases 
of cyclospora infection in Ontario, the majority in the 
Metro Toronto area. They are believed to be linked to 
consumption of berries from the United States that have 
been contaminated by the parasite Cyclospora., which is 
a single-cell parasite too small to be seen with the naked 
eye. 

Ontario-grown fruit remains safe to eat and is not 
included in this warning. 

Cyclospora infection causes watery diarrhoea, fatigue, 
abdominal pain and loss of appetite. Symptoms usually 
take a week to appear, and can last from 9 to 43 days. 

The disease can be treated with a combination of 
antibiotics. 

All American-grown berries should be thoroughly 
washed before being eaten. This will not guarantee 
that the parasite has been removed, but should lessen 
the risk.

Swingweight: What it 
is and what it does! 


Although in existence for 
more than S50 years, 
swingweight is probably 
one of the most misunder- 
stood and most commonly 
written about aspects of golf 
club design. 

The simple, correct, non- 
technical definition of 
swing weight is: “The meas- 
urement of a golf club's 
weight distribution (grip, 
shaft and head) about a ful- 
crum point which is estab- 
lished at a specified dis- 
tance from the grip end of 
the club.” In layman’s 
terms, it’s the balance of 
the club. 

Why is swingweight im- 
portant? 

There are two primary 
réasons. First, swingweight 
helps establish the “feel” of 
the club. Does the head 
“feel” heavy or light during 
the swing? Secondly, the 
“feel” has a direct correla- 
tion to directional control. 
Ifa club lacks feel during 
the swing, the swingweight 
may be: too low and the 
clubhead may pass the 
hands prior to impact. 

When this happens, the 
clubface closes and the shot 
is pulled or hooked. If a 
club “feels” heavy during a 
swing, the swingweight 
may be too high and the 
clubhead lags the hands at 

“impact thus leaving the 
‘clubface open and resulting 
in a pushed or sliced shot. 


Swingweight interre- 
lates with other club fac- 
tors, particularly total 
weight and length. The next 
time you go to a driving 
range buy some lead tape 
and experiment with 
swingweight by gradually 
applying more and more 


tape to the back of your five 
iron. 

His three shots, add tape. 
Hit three shots, add more 
tape, and so on to see how 
the direction of the shot and 
the feel of the club change. 
If you reach a point where 
you like the shot pattern and 


the club feel, take the club — 


to a professional clubmaker 
and ask that all your clubs 
be matched to the “experi- 
ment” club. Chances are 
you will knock a few shots 
off your game right away. 

As an example of how 
swingweight can correct 
problem shots, here's a re- 
cent story. A very strong, 
six-foot-four inch goifer 
approached a clubmaker 
about the tendency of his 
driver to hook excessively. 

During the hitting evalu- 
ation, every ball he hit 
curved sharply left. The 
club fit him properly in all 
other regards, and he swung 
it about 105 MPH. During 
the evaluation, the customer 
said he couldn't “feel” the 
club during the swing. 
BINGO! 

The club. measured D1 
on the swingweight scale-- 
obviously too light for this 
golfer’s strength and swing 
technique. 

Lead tape was gradually 
added to the back of the 
clubhead until he developed 
the nicest right-to-left draw 
he had ever seen--and eve- 
rything landed on target! 


The new swingweight? 
D7! Notonly did the change 
of swingweight straighten 
his shots and let him feel the 
clubhead, but the lead Pte 
increased the mass of the 
clubhead and gave him an- 
other 10 yards distance!

Clubhead Centre of Gravity 


That golf club head's 
centre of gravity effect on 
performance and its rela- 
tionship with other club 
specifications is far reach- 
ing. 

Generally speaking, the 
performance characteristics 
of a clubhead’s centre of 
gravity could best be de- 
scribed as a factor affecting 
the solidness of feel, trajec- 
tory and distance at impact 
between the clubhead and 
the golf ball. 

The centre of gravity is 
affected by mostly two fac- 
tors--the shape and weight 
distribution of the clubhead. 
In woods, the following 
characteristics affect cen- 
tre of gravity: 

* Wood head shape, size 
and its material density; 

* Backweighting, size, 
shape, location and its ma- 
terial density; 

* Soleplate size, shape, 
thickness and its material 
density; 

* Insert size, shape, thick- 
ness and its material den- 

Silty; 

* Added weighting loca- 
tion, size, shape and its 
material density; 

For irons, the following 
characteristics affect cen- 
tre of gravity: 

* Iron head shape, size 
and its material density; 

* Added weighting, lo- 
cation, size, shape-and its 
material density. 

A general rule of thumb 
is that if all other variables 
: Such as loft, head weight,’ 
club! ,etc., are identi- 
cal, the lower the centre of 
_gFavity. the higher the ball 


« 


will fly. 

From a practical stand- 
point, it 1s-easy to classify 
clubs into two categories 
regarding centre of gravity 
location. First, there are 
conventional styled clubs 
which fall into the middle to 
high centre of gravity 
ranges. 

Secondly, there are the 
game improvement type 
clubs which mostly fall into 
the middle to lower centre 
of gravity ranges. These 
clubs are ‘the lower profile 
woods and irons; the wide 
sole irons and metal woods; 
the perimeter weighed 
woods and irons; and fi- 
nally, the thicker, heavier 
soleplated trouble woods. 
As a general rule, the wider 
or thicker the sole of an 
iron, the lower the centre of 
gravity, and thus the higher 
the ball trajectory. 

There are many players 
now playing older, conven- 
tional or “blade” clubs that 
could benefit from game 
improvement type clubs. 
However, keep in mind that 
regardless of the club type, 
if the player contacts the 
ball in the centre of the face 
with the iron’s centre of 
gravity equal to or lower 
than that of the golf ball’s 
centre of gravity, the shot 
will mostlikely have proper 
trajectory and feel solid. A 
professional clubmaker can 
help you select the clubhead 
design that would most ben- 
efit your game.

-- Leather reins too ex- 
pensive or get asticky feel- 
ing when it rains? Get two 
6’ cotton lead ropes. They 
snap easily onto your bit, 
feel soft on your hands, and 
provide you with a lead 
when you need one, even 
out on the trail, 

-- Does your water 
trough get that green slime 
on it? Speak to your local 
pet store about what type of 
fish you can use to keep in 
there. Just ensure your 
trough is big enough that 
the horses won’t drink all 
the water, leaving your fish 
“high and dry”. 

-- Keep a hoof pick at- 
tached to your saddle so 
you never leave home with- 
Out It, 


-- If you sew a small 


pocket onto your saddle. 


pad, you can easily carry a 
few first aid items, te.. 
bandages for yoarself, leg 
wrap, small bottle of perox- 
ide, syringe to inject it if 
necessary, cle. 

- Saddles all over your 
barn or garage? See your 
local hardware store for 
economy studs. Nail one 
lengthwise on the wall, Cut 
a 2- 1/2 foot piece off an- 
other one and nail it to the 
one on the wall so itis stick- 
ing out. Cut another 1-1/2 
foot piece, and brace the 
one sticking out. Instant 
saddle/bridle/halter stand. | 
put up ten saddles fOr $12! 
(This is what | did. Figure 
out your own requirements 
and the easiest way for your 
situation before purchasing 
the lumber or starting “con- 
struction.) 

-- If there will be a far- 
rier where you are going 
riding, take along an old 
front and back shoe. This 
way if you lose one, it won't 
cost as much to have tt put 
back on, nor will it take as 
long. 

-- Get off your horse 
about a half-mile from 
home, loosen your girth 
and walk him. This will 
Save you some time when 
you get home, as he will 
already be cooled off. (in 
most cases; really hot days 


will require some additional 


walking once the saddle has 
been removed. Ensure your 
horse has completely cooled 
off before putting himaway. 
every lime you nde.)

Wecanalways benefit from 
ad new idea, especially if it 
saves me and helps our 
horses.

have an irresistible allure 


Raspberry 
season fast 
approaches 


By Bill Freeman 


Halls Glen- It's the berry 
season and that means a 
Steady stream of cars down 
the laneway at Gerry and 
Netta O' Marra’s farm near 
Halls Glenn. 

At the moment, it's 

“Strawberries that have 
drawn faithful cottagers and 
County residents alike -- 
ready to go picking out ina 
field or to buy right. from 
the stand. 

Soon it will be O’ Marra’ s 
plentiful raspberries -- nine 
different varieties -- that will 
draw visitors down Stoney 
Lake Road-to the Dummer 
Township farm. 

“I have never had this 
kind of acreage and never 
seen anything like the po- 
tential,” the genial farmer 
said of his raspberries dur- 
ing a visit last week. 

Mr. O’Marra has 10.5 
acres in raspberry produc- 
tion this season -- which he 
characterizes as his “first 


real production year.”

The original raspberry 
acreage was 2.5 acres. 

Now he can stroll down 
rows of Titans, Kilarmeys, 
Boynes, Algonquins, No- 
vas, Festivals, Royalty, 
Reveille and a third-of-an- 
acre devoted to an experi- 
mental black/red hybrid. 

Among .these, in fields 
spread out across the farm, 
raspberry lovers will find 
six rows of Titans, four 
more of Boynes and another 
40 rows of Algonquins -- a 
later berry. 

“If you have a problem 
with one you won't have 
problems with some of the

“They're as big as asmall 
strawberry,” he says. 

The farm has everything 
from mild to tart berries in 
production. 

Mr. O’Marra says the 
Reveille, a “fine-tasting 
berry,” shotld be perfect 
for pickers because it has 
no prigkles on its canes. 

Retired though he may 
be, Mr. O° Marra works hard 
at producing quality berries 
and the proot is in the loyal 
customers who-make their 
way to the farnrdiring the 
season. 

“T take a lot of care with 
them and really look after 
them,” he says of the rasp- 
bernes, although he could 
have been talking about the 
strawberries as well. 

“The biggest expense is 
pruniny all those dead canes 
and topping off the new 
canes by 25 per cent,” he 
Says. 

“Dead canes have to be 
taken out religiously. This 
is one ofthe most important 
things.” 

This is crucial and a tip 
Mr. O’ Marra says all grow- 
ers need to follow. 

Laborious pruning with 
regular garden shears (and 
carpenter's knee pads) is 
something they start in the 
fall. 

He says it takes him a 
good six hours to do a 400 
ft.-long row. 

“It's one days work in 
the fall,” Mr. O’ Marra says. 
“It’s nasty, strenuous 
work.” ~* 

He is helped out by a 
couple of hired hands. 

They prune “as close to 
the ground within reason” 
and continue the work until 
snow (six to eight inches 
around the plants) halts 
things. 

“You can do it right up 
until they start to bud in 
spring. he says. 

They plant in late April. 

Mr. O’ Marra says he 
uses a “balanced fertilizer” 
in the spring and when 
Mother Nature is not help- 
ing out. prefers a “very ef-

4, Drink bottled carbon- 
ated beverages or beverages 
such as tea and coffee that 
have been prepared with 
boiling water. 

5. Avoidice cubes incold 
drinks. 

6. Use safe water tobrush 
teeth and to take medica- 
ion. 

Treatment of Symp- 
toms 

1. Dehydration due to 
loss of body fluids from 


diarrhea can accentuate the 
general feeling of misery. 
So rehydrate with canned 
juices, Gatorade, soups, etc. 
2. Relief of cramps and 
frequency of bowel move- 
ments using drugs such as 
Imodium.

No two horses are the . 


same, therefore, there re- 
ally isn’t a “normal” 
number. However, a 
healthy, conditioned horse 
may fall in the range of 30 
to 45 beats per minute. The 
better shape your horse is 
in, the lower the count will 
be. 

Record this number so 
you won't forget. This may 
just be the number you need 
in determining whether or 


not you should call the vet 
one day. 

‘Fhe respiration can be 
taken by counting the 
number of breaths your 
horse takes. Stand to. the 
side of your horse, and 
watch the flank aréa> Each 
time your horse takes a 
breath, you will see it rise.

“Lie angle” is defined as 
the angle made between the 
shaft and clubhead. This is 
a static Measurement de- 
signed into the club. 

If a golfer has an im- 
proper lie angle on his clubs, 
he will more likely be

Having oe ‘correct lie 
angle in your golf clubs is 
one of the most important 
specifications necessary to 
hit the ball straight. The lie 
angle at impact also helps 
to determine solidness of 
feel, distance, amount of 
backspin, trajectory and the 
amount of ball roll. If the 
line angle is not correct for 
a golfer, he must compen- 
sate for all or some of these 
variables in each and every 
shot.

What is gear effect? | 


Gear effect is a design 
feature of woods Cand metal 
woods) which reduces or 
corrects hooking and slic- 
inv tendencies on olf-cen- 
tre hits. 

The horizontal bulge 
(heel-to-toe curvature) of 
the clubface will impart a 
counteracting spin on the 
ball on off-centre hits if the 
bulge is the correct radius 
for the centre of gravity lo- 
cation of the clubhead. 

If the clubface and ball 
both had teeth, as would be 
the case with two gears 
meshed together. then the 
rotation of one gear in a 
certain direction would 
cause the other gear to ro- 
tate in the opposite direc- 
tron. Hence, the “gear”? ef- 
fect. Duc to the friction be- 
tween the ball and the 
clubface at impact, the same 
effect takes place. albeit in 
less than 5/10,000 of a sec- 
ond.

Dressage is a system of 
training horse and rider that 
has its roots in ancient 
Greece. All work is done on 
the flat. Early levels em- 
phasize walk, trot, and can- 
ter on a straight line and in 
circles as the horse learns to 
carry his weight and that of 
his rider with safety and el- 
egance.

Dressage is an Olympic 
spon, in which Canada’s 
best showing was in Team 
bronze medal in 1988:

Knowing Your Golf Clabs!

What happens when 
a ball is putted? 


Onalmostevery flat surface putt, regardless of distance. 


the ball will skid on the grass for approximately 20 per cent 


of the total distance. The ball will then roll with overspin the 


remaining 20 per cent of the total distance. 


The duration of impact is about 4/10,000 of a second. 
The direction of the ‘putt is dictated by the path of the 
clubhead and the face angle at impact. The path is important 
and does affect direction, but the face angle of the putter at 
impact is far More important in determining direction (See 
figure 1). 

If a pult is struck off-centre towards the heel or toe. the 
ball will not travel as far as a centre hit. Putters with good 
heel-and-toe weight distnbution will hit putts farther on off- 
centre hits than putters which are centre-weighted but the 
distance will always be less than that of a centre hit. 

Figure 2 shows a centre-weighted putter in comparison 
to a heelAoe weighted putter with identical 11 oz. head 
weights. Notice that in both drawings the centre of gravity 
remains inthe face centre. but more mass (weight )is behind 
the ball in the heel/toe weighted model. More energy is 
applied directly to the ball on an off-centre hit because the 
tendency of the clubhead to twist is reduced. This vives a 

light increase in distance, sslightly more solid fax 
better accuracy when compared to a tie hit on a centre- 
weighted putter 

If a pultis struck in the centre of a heel-and-toe weighted 
putter and a centre-weighted putter with otherwise identi- 
cal characteristics and specifications, the results should be 
identical.

Putters should have the weight located as low in the head* 


as possible. This ensures that the centre of gravity of the 
club is always below the centre of gravity of the ball, which 
in tum provides-2.solid feel at impact. 

A well-fit putter can save you 3-4 strokes a round. A 
professional clubmaker can improve your putting with a 
personally fit putter.

Imagine your neighbor, 
aman, walking home down 
a quict road, late atmight, A 
car stops and the lone driver 
asks him for directions. 
When he approaches the 
car, he 1s robbed of his wal- 
let. His wallet holds all of 
his money and identifica- 
tion, as well as personal 
papers and family photos 
He did not fight back be 
cause the driver was 
younger, bigger and 
stronger, He may not have 


_ any broken bones or bruises 


to prove it but-he was sul 
robbed. A crime was com- 
matted. His wallet is gone. 

Is the criminal of the 
hook because your neighbor 
was oul late atmight? Alone 
on a quiet road? Is the tak- 
inv of fies wallet any less a 
crime because he did not 
fight back, sustaining bro- 
ken bones and bruises 
or worse’? Do you believe 
that he freely consented to 
hand over his wallet simply 
because he has no bruises 
to prove otherwise? Is the 
person who took his wallet 
guilty of a crime? Or did 
vour neighbor ask the driver 
to rob him by his own ac- 
tons? 


It seems obvious. doesn’t 
it. thal acrime was commut- 
ted and the victim of the 
crime was your neighbor. 
The criminal was the diver 
of the car who took his wal- 
let. The crime of sexual as- 
saull is not always viewed 
in as Straightforward a man- 
ner by ether the commu- 
nity of the court system. 

. Most people believe that 
sexual assault happens in 
“dangerous” places such as 
dark alleys or parking lots. 
The fact is that more than 
half of all sexual assaults 
take place in private homes. 
Some of those private 
homes are in Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties, in 
our own commynities., 
Some of those assaults dre 
happening to people that are 
known to us. Since only six 
per cent of the assaults ure 
reported, there ts a good 
chance that a lot of us know 
people who have been sexu- 
ally assaulted and they just 
haven't reported it to any- 
one, There are many rea- 
sons why itis a crime that 
goes unreported. 

This short series of arti- 
cles 1s intended to explore 
some of those reasons. The 
community must pay atien- 
tion to the reasons a victim 
of assault is reluctant to re- 
port the crime if we are go- 
ing to change the situation. 


In Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties, the 
Sexual Assault Response 
Project was established to 
provide ace-ordinated and 
comprehensive district 
wide response for all adult 
victims of sexual assault. 
This ts a step towards chang- 
ing the situation but here 
are many steps sull taken.
